In reply I beg to say that when these schools 
Were in Operation in the past the work accomplished Wee, 
oWing to the poor attendance, very unsatisfactory. We 
note that there is no sehool building at Mobert, and the 
Conducting of eehool in an Indian residence would be un- 
satisfactory. We are not prepared at the present time to 
authorize the re-opening of these two schools,

A me time or another 
schools were in operation at all ur of these Reserves, 
Mr. Burk is of the opinion that there will be an 
agitation for the reopening of these schools, He 
considers it advisable to experiment with one Reserve, 
and suggests Pic as the most promising, A summer 
school might be granted here, as there is an old 
schoolhouse. esks would be required and, if the work 
Was continued during the winter months, arrangements 
would have to be made to put the building in good 
shape. 


I have not suggested to Mr. Burk that he 
advocate commencing a school at Pic, but if the demand 
is strong enough we might favourably consider the matter.

the Pic Reserve,I beg to advise that 1 have made 
an inspection of the old log school-house on the 
Reserve and find that it is possible to be used as 
a temporary summer school and I would suggest 
re-opening it as such,until such times as the 
Department feel assured of the need of a permanent 
school. The cost of the necessary repairs at 
present time on the above mentioned school would 
be approximately about $100 or $150.00. 


Whereas the old desks are beyond repair, 


it would be necessary that new ones be furnished, 
to accomadate from 30 to 35 pupils.

I have your letter of the 7th instant, reletive to 
the opening of the Indian day achool on the Pic Reserve 
and enclosing an application from Miss Lois Kennedy for the 
position as teacher. In this connection it is noted that 
you will proceed to Pic und moke the necessary arrangementea 
to have the old school building repaired and for accommodation 
for the teacher. 


If Father Couture is not successful in obtaining the 
services of uitable teacher, the Dep rtment would approve 
of the appointment of Mise Kennedy. We note that she has 
had a number of years' experience in teaching, although not a 
qualified teacher for the province of Ontario. Her services 
would, no doubt, be satisfactory at this school in the event 
of Father Couture not being able to secure a texcher. If 
Miss Kennedy is appointed, we would allow her salary at the 
rate of $60 per teaching month, Please inform the Department 
later as to the arrangements you were able to make in having 
the old building fixed up and accommodation provided for a 
teacher, ond also whether Father Couture has nomineted the 
services of a teacher, and if not, if Mise Kennedy has accepted, 
Should Father Couture nominate the services of = teacher, 
the name, qualifications and experience of the person secured 
should be forwarded for the approvel of the Department. 

t is hoped that the services of a teacher can be secured 
the school placed in a suitable condition to commence 
rk at an early date.

I have your letter of the 13th inst nt, informing the 
Department that you have arranged with Miss Lois Kennedy to 
take up duties as teacher for the summer months at the school 
which it is proposed to reopen on the Pic Reserve. As you 
were informed, the Department approves of the appointment of 
Miss Kennedy, 


Relative to your request thot her travelling expenses 
be paid, I have to suy that the Department does not pay the 
expenses of teachers in travelling to and from schools to which 
they are appointed. When we are definitely aseured thet Miss 
Kennedy has taken up duties, we would be prepared, upon receipt of 
a request, to make an advance on her salary. As you were 
informed, the salury allowed her would be at the rate of $60 
per teaching month, but the Department would be prepared to 
consider an increase of per month in this amount provided 
her services proved satisfactory, which increase, if -llowed, 
would assist in recoupins her for the cost of her tr velling 
expenses. Please inform the Department later as to the dat< 
she begins duties and whether she requires an advance on her 
salary or not, 


It is hoped that you Leve been able to complete 
the necessary arrangements to have the old school building 
in which the classroom activity will be conducted fitted up 
and ready for the te.cher to begin duties when she arrives,

With further reference to your letter of the lith 
ultimo, your file number 9-7-1, relative to re- 
opening the Indian Day School on the Pic Reserve, 
I beg to report I did not think it advisable to 
reopen the old school, as the roof was rather 
dilapidated, and, therefore, I made arrangements 
with the Reverend Father Couture to rent the 
church for the schoolroom, and also the priest's 
quarters at the back of the church for the 
teacher's quarters. 


As there 1s no road from the Pica Reserve to Heron 
Bay the furniture had to be taken down on a 
speeder from Heron Bay to the river, and from 
there I managed to have it transferred in a small 
gasoline boat. 


The teacher is quite pleased with her surroundings 
and I am thoroughly convinced that the Indian 
parents will, no doubt, take advantage of the 
school and see that their children attend reg~ 
ularly. I presume the Department will erect 4 

new school and teacher's residence this Fall on 
the Pic Reserve if the attendance is good during 
the summer months. 


As the only mode of transportation from the Pic 
Reserve to Heron Bay -~-a distance of approximately 
seven miles--five miles by river and two miles by 
rail--is by river I would recommend purchasing 4 
small, light rowboat for the teacher, as she is 
entirely isolated and has no means of getting off 
the Reserves

But when I visited the Pic 
school, I came to the conclusion that, with the possible 
exception of Lake Helen, the vest work of any school (day school, 
of course) in Mr. Burk's agency has been done at this very 
school. 


Such a discovery naturally makes 4 difference, for, 
after all, the progress of the children ig the main thing, and, 
to secure such progress, I should be inclined to overlook many 
things. 


Mrs. McDonnell, however, is worrying about her 
position. 4 wish I knew whether you will be keeping her 
again next year. In discussing the matter the other day with 
lr. Burk, I said that I would take the responsibility of 
recommending her retention, on thegrounds of the work done, if 
the Department wished to kee her.

Referrtng to the pulpwood project adjacent to the 
Pic Reserve at Heron Bay, Ont., I beg to revort the Pie HKe- 
serve is o mprised of two factions, namely Pic and Mobert 
Settlement, which is situated approximately 35 miles east of 
the Pic Reserve. The latter Settlement was established 
over 20 years ago by the Indians themselves, when the Hudson's 
Bay Company moved their Post from the month of the Pic River. 
The land at the Mobert Reserve was purchased by the Indians 
and is very poor sandy soil. 


Before the hunting was exhausted the Mobert Indians 
were able to derive a very good living, but at the present 
time the hunting in this area is exhausted, and it is imposs- 
ible for them to obtain work. 


Over 90% of the families have moved back to the Pic 
Reserve, and are now engaged in cutting pulpwood, From in- 
formation just received from the foreman, I have been told 
that the Pic group are daing exceptionally good work. The 
first week the Band only cut ap»roximately $200.09, but the 
week ending August 28th, they cut $767.09 worth of wood, which 
is very enco raging. 


There are two large companies operating on the Black 
River, which passes through the ‘io leserve. Both these 
companies are willing to co-Operate with the Indians, and 
have assured me that they would give the Indians permanent work. 
At the present time I have secured a contract for the Band for 
7ooo cords. When this contract has been completed we will be 
able to secure a further contract. 


At the present time the school teacher on the Mobert 
Reserve has been assisting with the orca&tzation of the pulpwood 


| unit. I would strongly recommend that we make temporary arrange- 


ments to sacoomuodate the children from the Mobert Keserve, who 
have moved to the Pic, and would suggest that Mrs. Reed, te cher 
of the Pic School, teach the girls in the forenoon and Mr. Douglas 
teach the boys in the afternoon. Oh the afternoons that Mrs, 

ed is not teaching instruct'ons will be given atcertain Indians{ 
homes on sewing, knitting, etc. The ‘alf days that Mr. Douglus 
does not teach will be speht orgainizing boys’ classes, manual 
training, and also looking after camp supplies. 


The two pulp companies ex et to erect a hospital, and 
have agreed to get in to ch with this office at some future date 
to dasouss the »ossibility of erecting the hospital on the 
Reserve, and taking care of the Indians. This will eliminate a 
@reat deal of extra cost of Indians «oingfrom Reserves to 
1ospitals, and will also save doctors’ fees. 


Referring to the school on the Mobert Reverve I would 
suggest that the school be taken down and rebuilt on the Pic 
SOTVOs At the »resent time $I have not been able to secure 
9st prices, but a very reliable carpenter informed me the school 
could be cut into strips, 13 X 40, placed on flat cars, and 
removed to Heron Bay, and transferred there to the lies rve by our

While Mr. Murphy whom you nominated was 
appointed as teacher of the Pic School the Indian 
Agent suggested before Mr. Murphy reached Port

Sehool one of the teachers who had been in our employ 
for severel years and send Mr. Murphy to MeIntyre 
Bay School. Living conditions at both schools are 
equal ed consequently the Department did not feel 
thet Mr. Murphy would mind accepting the MoIntyre 
Bay Sehool even though™he hed first been appointed 
to the Pio School and we, therefore, authorized 
Indien Agent Burk to se him to McIntyre Bay. 

You will, therefore, note that Mr. Murphy is employed 
and the only difference is that he is at a different 
school from the one to which he was first appointed.

This letter tenders my resignation as teacher 
in the service of the Indian Department, and explains 
the reasons for such a step. 


I have been employed in Indian Schools for three 
years. Those schools at which I worked were in the 
pbush=-so isolated that I was unable to do any extra-mural 
work at University. I was quite satisfied with such 
conditions, however, as I had the assurance of yourself 
and of the school Inspector that should an opening in 
a better location present itself, I should be given the 
opportunity to make an exchange. Such an opportunity 
soon occurred, but the preferable position was given to 
a new teacher imported from another District. I considered 
this an oversight, and remained with the Department. On 
returning from Summer School this year, I heard of a vac- 
ancy at the Heron Bay School. I applied to Ottawa for 
an exchange, but to my sur wise, word came that the 
position had been filled by a teacner from the East. 
After a pnone call to Mr. Phelan at Ottawa, I was 
assured that an exchange would be made, and that I would 
be teaching at the desired location on the Pic Reserve. 

I decided to accompany the ne teacher to the McIntyre Bay 
Reserve and give him all possible assistance in getting 
settled. ‘To this end I bought transportation to Orient 
B and I met the train on which Mr. Murphy, the new 
her arrived. He refuse however, to accompany me 
cIntyre Bay Reserve, even taouen IT reveated tnat 
1ad come from the Department of the exchange.

The sehool building on the Pic Reserve is a 
very inferior one, and it is thought to be certainly 
preferable to erect another building, rather than 
repair this old, dilapidated log structure. Art is 


thought wise to do this at once, 


Pe 7 provision must bo made in the Supplementary 


Batimates for next year, as the Pic Band has no funds 
whieh could assist in the erection, Probably $600.00 
would be required to erect a sufficiently commodious 
puilding. In default of this being done, it is 
absolutely necessary to repair the old pbuilding. 
If $200.00 were spent upon it next spring it might 
serve for 2 or 3 years longer. This amount would 
also have to be provided in the Supplementary Est~ 
imates. Mr. Hodder and I left the Reserve with the 
understanding that the chiefsand the school teacher 
should make a thomough examination of the building 
and estimate the requirements for proper repair. 
They do not seem to have done 4s they promised 
they would, but from what I saw L should judge that 


$200.00 would cover the necessary repairs.

Mackay,who is now at Lake Helen,The present teacher 
is not very well qualified and if the Department went 
to the expense of a new school,it would be well to 
provide suitable accommodation for a teacher ,with a 
view to obtaining one holding a Provincial Certi- 
ficate,

Memorandum :- 
When at Pic River recently I visited the 

School, which, however, was not in session at the time. 
I found the building to be ina very bad condition of re- 
pair and altogether in my opinion unfit for use. The 
floors are rotten and the foundation has so given way that 
the whole building has sunk so that the door at the entran=- 
ce cannot be closed. The building is also very damp and 
in every respect in an unsanitary conditione 

I inclose a letter handed me by the Chief relat- 
ing to this matter. Chief Desmoulin informed me that if a 
grant were given towards putting up a new school building 
the Indians would be willing to assist in its erection. 

The Indians also state that the present Teacher, 
Moses Madwayosh, is unfit to hold the position owing to old 
age and infirmity; Madwayosh is about 76 years of age and 
the Indians informed me that he has no control whatever 
over the children. They stated also that Madwayosh speaks 
altogether in Indian to the children and that they have 
not, therefore, an opportunity to learn English, which 
they consider one of the most important objects desired 
in sending children to the School. 

The Priest, to whom I spoke regarding this matter, 
said that, while Madwayosh is not as competent as he would 
desire, the difficulty in the way of dispensing with his 


services is that he has no one in view whom he could recom=-

Referring to the second paragraph of your 
letter I note the Department approves of the erection 
of a combined school and teacher's residence and are 
prepared to provide funds for the erection of this 
building. 


Referring to that portion of your letter 
inquiring if it would be possible to arrange to 
have the building erected under the charge of a 
competent foreman who would engage local labour 
if I purchased the lumber and other materials, 

I have been advised by several competent foremen 
that this work could be carried out successfully 
if the lumber and materials could be shipped to 
the Reserve before the snow left the ground, as 
the only mode of transportation in the summer-time 
is by boat. The supplies could be teamed from 
Heron Bay to the Reserve by sleighs. 


If the Department would furnish me with 
plan of the building I would be very pleased to 
get in touch with a competent foreman and make an 
estimate of the quantity of building materials 
required and also the approximate cost for the 
erection of this building.

I am pleased to inform you that the Department 
‘approves of this proposal and I have to authorize you to 
proceed with the work when timely. You may purchase the 
materials required and arrange for early shipment to the 
reserve, so that advantage can be taken of the winter 
roads. You should get prices from the best sources of 
supply and award the business to those quoting the Lowest. 
When forwarding properly certified accounts, in duplicate, 
in favour of the firms given the business, you should 
attach memoranda showing those asked to quote and the 
prices quoted. I am returning the bill of material which 
you enclosed. 


At a later date, you may engage the services of 
a@ competent foreman-carpenter, who will be responsible for 
the ereotion of the building and who will be paid on a day 
labour basis. Indian and other local labour should be 
employed as far as possible. Labour returns, in duplicate, 
should be prepared, showing the hours of work each week 
and the receipts of the men employed. When timely, you 
may apply for an accountable cheque with which to pay the 
labour and for a supply of labour returns. 


The plans which were forwarded to you under 
cover of the 5th ultimo should be followed. The Depart- 
ment considers cedar shingles should be used and, instead 
of lath and plaster, you should secure "Tentest" fibre 
board. This ie considered by our Architect as the most 
suitable material and is easy to transport and install. 


When the building is being constructed, you 
should visit the reserve when possible, as the work is 
under your supervision. Please see that your estimate is 
not exceeded, if possible, and that the freighting, other 
Ainestimated costs and extras do not exceed $530, which 
is the balance of the appropriation for the purpose.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 

the 28th ulto., your file No. 9-7-5, regarding the 
erection of a school and teacher's residence on the 
Pic Reserve. 


Referring to the 5th paragraph of your letter I 
note the Department prefer cedar shingles, and 
instead of lath and plaster I have been advised 

to use Tentest Fibre Board. I have consulted 
several contractors in Port Arthur who advised me 
that Tentest Fibre Board is not considered advisable 
for the northern climate. They advised me that 95% 
of the contractors use wall board which is 
absolutely FIRE-PROOF, and does not expand or 


shrink. 


I personally interviewed the foreman, who will be 
in charge of the erection of the new school, and 
he also recommended Empire Wall Board, which is 
manufactured by the Manitoba Gypsum Company, 
Winnipeg. This wall board is practically the same 
price as the Tentest Fibre Board. 


I would be very pleased if the Department would 
advise me by return mail if they would reconsider 
their decision regarding the use of Tentest Fibre.

As a safeguard against fire hazard, 
your authority to have these two ladders put on the roof 
and also the rebricking of loose bricks in the chimney 
is requested. Ye might add here that the chimney walls 
and stove pipes were immediately given a very thorough 
cleansing following this episode. 


Permission is also requested to engage a 
man to clean out a well from which the school obtains 
its water supply. Miss Creese has remarked that this 
job is a necessity for their now is no snow, and she 
has to draw her water from a creek a quarter mile dis- 
tant. Jf the wel. were cleaned out, it would avoid 
this long trip. J will advise Miss Creese that when 
the well is cleaned out, to send water samples down 
here for our transmission to the Frovincial laborator- 
ies for testing purposes. It is considered advisable 
to do this before the water is used to avoid any dan- 
ser of contamination.

As part of the Welfare program 
instituted on the various reserves across Canada, we 
are digging wells on the Pic Reserve near Heron Baye 
This work is being done by the Hasquoil's Brose, 228 
We Gore Street, Fort William, Ontario. 


While this company has its well- 
digging crew on the reserve, we would like to have a 
well dug also at the school. 


For many years we have been unable 

to hold a teacher at this school for any length of time 

jue to the lack of water. At the present time the teacher 
has to pack water in buckets from the Pic river which runs 
ome sixty-five feet below the level of the school building. 
In the winter when the path is icy, it is almost impessible 
for a woman teacher to pack water up this path. I attach 
two photographs taken recently on this reserve when the 
Superintendent of Education inspected the school. One 
picture is talen part way up the slope from the river and 
indicates the steepness of the incline. 


I would, therefore, recommend for your 
approval the hiring of the Hasquoil's hros., to dig a well 
on this reserve at a cost of $5.50 a foot at a depth not 
to exceed two hundred feet. The welldiggers estimate 
that this is the outside depth of the well as they will 
have to go a considerable depth beyond the river bed.

S-3-1 of March 4th,in reference to the teacher at Port Elgin 
School on tnis reserve amd would wish to recommend that tue 
dismissal of the present teacher be held in abeyance for a month 
or 80,to see if tie conditions that are prevailing at the present 
time continue or not, 


On my recent visit to this School I found 11 
pupils present out of a total of 16 on the roll and upon looking 
over the roll found that that number has been around the average 
attendance for some period and the teacher informs me that since 
this matter has come up that the ehildren are attending more 
regular than they have done for some time. 


When Mr McCool,the Inspector reported to the 
Cape Croker Council he recommended that the Council give their 
support in trying to get the parents in the Pt Elgin district 
send their ehildren to sehool regular and it might be that they 
are doing tneir bit at present in this matter and that is tue 
reason tnat tne children are coming tc School. Also I am of tne 
oponion that this little trouble has wakened the teacner up to 
ner res.onsibilities and that sne is taking more pains in ner work 
and tnat she has the education for teaching but has never been to 
willing to give her undivided attention to her teaching. 


If conditions remain as they are at present 
and there appears to ve no more difficulties arise between the 
teacher and parents in the future,I would then consider the 
recommending that tne teacher be retatned,but if tne old trouble 
again arises I will at once notify the Dept. 

Kindly advise if tunis suggestion meets with you 
approval.

I bee te enclose a letter frem Mr Snider, 
soliciter, of Widrten, te wnem, it was declared tuat Mrs bell 
struck ene ef tne cnildren. Mrs Sell utterly denied this charge 
te me, and personally, 1 nave always feund ner fair te tue 
pupils. Greger Keeshig, at present, refuses te allew uis 
children te return te schoel- as ne is demanding an investig- 
atien. 


Regarding tne cnarge of tne children not being allowed 
in tne scneel before 9 a.m., IT believe this te be correct. 
At recess tite, I censider the teacher is doing the rient thine 
wnen sne Makes tnem ee eut, as tuis is necessary for fresh 
air and exercise.

i have your letter of the 20th instant, relative to 
complaints received by you regarding the teacher of the Port 
Elgin Indian Day and enclosing a communication which you re- 
ceived from a barrister in Wiarton with regard to the complaints 
made to him by two members of the Band. In reply I have to say 
that it is noted that you have visited the school and investigated 
the conditions complained of and have talked the matter over with 
Mre. Bell, the teacher. 


Referring to the complaint that the children are not being 
allowed in the school before 9 a. m., I have to say that the class- 
room should be heated and opened for the reception of the pupils 
when they arrive at the school. ‘The teacher must permit the pupils 
to enter the school on their arrival and you should inform her of 
the Department's inetructions in this matter. 


It is further noted that you have taken up with the teacher 
the complaint regarding the punishment of the child of Gregor Keeshig. 
It is expected that the teacher will exercise due discretion in 
administering punishment of any nature and this should be administered 
only in extreme cases. It is further expected that ifrs. Bell will 
use tact in dealing with the work in the classroom, any admonishments 
that she may give and, also, in her dealings with the parents. We 
ere not prepared, at the present time, to have an officer from the 
Department investigate the complainte, it being considered that you 
should, after consultation with the teacher fully advising her of the 
Department's requirements, be able to settle any difficulties that 
may have arisen.

Buildings and grounds in good conditio 
Classroom clean and well ventilated. Pupils 
generally are making good progress and are being 
instructed in health matters and personal cleanli- 
ness. Mrs. Bell is a very efficient teacher and 
takes a personal interest in the welfare of the 
Indian people. 


The closet screens need repairing. 

Windows in boys! closet broken. 

Some window Lights in cellar need replacing. 
Half a dozen pictures for classroom walls. 


Mrs. A. Pedoniquott complained thot when 
she told the Agent that the teacher, Mrs. Bell , 
had made her boy take a piece of soap in his mouth, 
as punishment for using bad language, the Agent took 
no action. There is no evidence to show that he 
did do anything towards having this practice stopped. 
In this I consider he was lax in his duty. 


Gregor Keeshig complained that he reported 
the teacher, Mrs. Bell, to the Agent for abusing 
his children in the classroom and that he did nothing 
about it, the abuse continued with the result that 
Keeshig had to send his children to another school on 
the reserve some distance from home. I don't think 
the Arent took such action as he should have done in 
this matter. 


I wish to refer to one of the complaints 
mentioned elsewhere in this report to the effect 
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that Mrs. Bell, teacher at the Port Elgin 

Indian Day School, made one of the pupils take 
soap in his mouth as a punishment for using 
profane language. Mrs. A. Pedoniquott, the 
mother, states that the boy came home sick 

and vomiting and that the inside of his mouth 
peeled off and was raw for several days. I 

met Mrs. Pedoniquott and several other parents 

at the school to interview Mrs. Bell. She 
frankly admitted that she had on several 
occasions used the soap method of cleaning the 
pupils’ mouths after using bad lanruage. Such 
punishment while it may prove effective, causes 

a strone feeling of resentment and illwill 
towards the teacher and to a ereat extent 

injures her influence for good among the Indians. 
Mre. Bell is a very efficient teacher and is 
doing good work. She is a strict disciplinarian 
and the deportment of the pupils in the classroom 
is excellent. The soap method of punishment 
should be stopped right away, by instructions 
from the Department. 
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Ottawa, May 14, 1932. 
Sir: 


Mr. Inepector MceGookin, in a report on his 
recent visit to the Port Elgin Indian Day School, states 
that the closet screens need repairing and that the windows 
in the boys' closet and in the cellar of the school build- 
ing need replacing. You will be good enough to arrange 
at an early date to have the repairs carried out to the 
closet screens and any broken glass replaced. All costs 
for the purpose should be kept as low as possible and, when 
completed, an account, in duplicate, properly certified, 
should be forwarded covering the expenditure. 


The Inspector has reported regarding punish- 
ment administered by the teacher, Mra. Bell, and complaints 
made to him by certain of the parents. It is stated that 
Mre. Bell made some of the pupile take soap into their 
mouths as a punishment and, as a coneequence, they became 


sick. You will be good enough to instruct Mrs. Bell 

that this punishment is to cease, and that, under no 
circumstances, must she continue the soap method of 
punishment. The Inspector has reported very favourably 
regarding her work and the discipline and deportment of 

the pupils in the classroom, and states that the pupils 
senerally are making good progress, and receive instruction 
in health matters and personal cleanliness. The only 
complaint wae regarding her method of punishment, ae 
mentioned above. 


The Department is ordering four of Neleon's 
Pictures of Canadian History.

The Minister states that only one tender was 
received, being that of Messrs. Gilpin Bros., of Wiarton, 
for $5,700.00, who furnished the required security deposit 
equal to 10% of the contract price, his estimate for the 
construction of the building being $5,800.00. 

The Minister recommends, pureuant to the re- 
quirements of sub-section 2 of section 36 of the Public 
Works Act, that the contract be awarded to Messrs. Gilpin 
Bros., for the amount of their tender, $5,700.00 the 
Architect of the Department of Indien Affeirs having 
reported that this tender is fair and reasonable. 

The Minister also recommends that authority

I have your letter of the 2let instant 
enclosing requisition for school material for the three 
schools on the Cape Croker Reserve. Regarding the re- 
quisition, you will be further advised in a separate 
communication. 


With reference to the request made for the 
supplying of a piano or a small organ for the use of the 
Fort Elgin Indian Day School, I beg to say that the De-~ 
partment does not supply equipment of this nature to Day 
Schools. We regret that it will be impossible to supply 
either of these instruments for this school. 


With reference to your request that a tele- 
phone be installed for the use o! the school and people re- 
Siding on fort Elgin section of the Reserve, I may say 
that so far »s the sehool is conc: rned we do not provide 
telephone service. However, I will be pleased to hove a 
report from you stating the distance which w uld be necess- 
ary from the nearest service to extend the line to lort 
Elgin, also the approximate cost involved in putting up 
the line including posts, wire and so forth, the phone to 
be-énstalled in a residence awd a convenient centre. If 
the providing of phone service is ap,roved the cost of same 
would have to be provided by the Band from their funds. 
After you have oscertained the cost involved you may refer 
the matter to the Band in Couneil and if they wish to have 
a phone service they should pass a resolution to provide the 
cost from their funds. When we have full iniormation as 
to the cost saad—eo=fereie as requested above, consideratio 
will be given to the matter.

With reference to the request of the teacher of 
the Port Elgin School, the Department is not prepared to 
authorize the installation of a sanitary indoor closet or a 
flag pole with the necessary rope and flag. Relative to her 
request that the walls of the residence be redecorated and 
a shed for car and horses built, I have to say we have no 
funds available at the presont time to have this work done. 
It is considered that the redecorating can very well stand 
over and the Department does not provide a shed or garage 
for a car.

With further reference to Council 
motion of June 1926 and your answer of June 14th, 
file No 83«5,with reference to the Placing of what 
is known as the old school nouge at Port Elgin 
section of this reserve under the control of the 
United Church,who agreed to keep the building in 
repair in return for its use,I would beg to inform 
yeu thet a very delicate situation has arisen and 
I would wish the Departments decesion in the matter, 


Rev.0.3,Strapp,missionary of the United 
Church has complained to me about the building being 
used by a Indian known as Doc Crowell of Saugeen for 
religious meetings and he has forbid this,vut the 
Indian still uses the building and refuses to 
discontinue and I will try and give the facts as I 
Can secure them of the trouble from the start. 


"Doc" Crowell,for years was a officer of 
the Methodist Church and as such conducted meetings 
around the Country untill he was deprived of his 
office. After that he Joined the Anglican Church and 
asp an Lay Reader conducted services for them and came 
at different times to Cape Croker at the request of 
the Anglicans to preach to them and always used a 
private dwelling for the purpose.,his office in the 
Anglican Chureh ternimated in the Summer of 1926,and 
at the presenttime he claims he is an Lutherian and 
as such is coming to tnois Reserve to preach,although 
according to Mr.Strapp he is not recognized by that 
body. H e has always conducted himself right and I 
have not heard any complaints of his conduct while 
on this Reserve, 

There is considerawle discontent with 
Mr.Strapp among the Indians of his congregation and 
tney claim that he is neglecting his people and not 
giving the attention that he should by not visiting 
his people when they are sick and that he is always 
away wnen wanted and that he preaches in words end 
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language that they cannot understand and there is 
some truth in that,that some of his sermons are a 
little to deep for the ue average Indian and a goodly 
number of them in the Protestant Church cannot 
understand English well and according to facts I can 
find they very much desire a change and I have come 
to the conclusion that they will not be satisfied 
untill they get it and that they will be split into 
factions if they continue as they are, 

The whole trouble comes from the fact that 
xe some of the officers in charge of the United 
Church ,although attending their own services in 
the mornings request that Doc Crowell preach to them 
in the afternoons and evenings and order that he use 
their buildings for that purposée,whicn has caused Mr, 
Strapp to come to me to have him forbidden to do 
that and to be kept of the Reserve, 

Ae these are religious matters I have in the 
past refrained in mixing in tnem and have always left 
the Churches look after their own businesses and work 
out their own salvations and as Mr.Strapp has come 
to me with nis complaint I would wish the Dept's 
ruling on this question, According to the Council's 
motion other gatherings were allowed and could not 
jee forbidden and the whole question rests on whether 

he Blders and officers of a Church have control over 
heir own Church or has the Missionary?, Has the Dept 
ny evidence that Crowell is an undesirable man to 

e preaching? If the Indians want him to preach to 
hem,can they be estopped using their own Churches?, 

f an Indian conducts himself Properly,would an 

gent be doing reight in ordering him off the Reserve?, 

As I have forbidden Crowell using these 
buildings,untill I have your answer,I would request 
that your early attention be given.

Ur. Inepector MeGookin, in a report on his 
recent vistt to the Port Flrin Indien Day School, states 
that the closet screens need repairing and that the windows 
in the boye' closet and in the cellar of the school buiid- 
ing need replacing. You will be good enough to arrance 
at an early date to have the repaire carried out to the 
closet soreens and eny broken clases replaced. All coste 
for the purpose should be kept as low as possible and, when 
completed, an account, in duplicate, properly certified, 
should be forwarded covering the expenditure, 


The Inspector hae reported regarding punish- 
ment administered by the teacher, Mre. Bell, and complaints 
made to him by certain of the parente. It is stated that 
Mre. Bell made some of the pupile take soapy into their 
mouths ae a punishment and, as a consequence, they became 
sick, You will be mood enough to inetruct Mre. Bell 
that thie punishment te to cease, and that, under no 
eiroumetances, must she continue the soap method of 
puntehment. The Inepector has reported very favourably 
regarding her work and the discipline and deportment of 
the pupils in the classroom, ond states thet the pupils 

enerally are making rood progress, and receive instruction 
in health matters end personal cleanliness. The only 
complaint was regerding her method of punishment, as 
wentioned above, 


The Department is ordering four of Nelson's 
Pictures of Canadian 'istory.

Referring to official letter of the 1th 
instant, regarding certain repairs, etc., required 
at the Port Elgin Indian Day School, I have to say 
that the Department is in receipt of the report of the 
Public School Inspector on his recent inspection of 
this school in which he states that the walle and 
ceiling of the classroom are very dirty, «also that 
the ceiling ie stained, apparently from a leak in the 
roof. 


Please state whether you consider that the 
Classroom should be redecorated this year or if same 
could not stand over for another year. If you recommend 
that any work be carried out, you should state, in detail, 
the work to be done and the approximate cost of same. 


The Inspector also states that one of the 
eavestroughs requires repairs, and also recommends that 
a few loads of gravel be placed in the low svote in the 
yard, particularly by the school entrance and water closet 
doors, which would prevent mud being tracked into the 
school in ret weather. he Department will approve of 
you having a few losde of grevel spread around the en- 
trance to the school and toilets. 


When this work has been completed, slong with 
the other work which you were authorized to carry out in 
official letter of the 14th instant, you should forward 
-/Atemized accounts, in triplicate, properly certified, 
amine the expenditure incurred.

In view of the fact that you are expected to visit the 
day schools in your agency regularly, it is difficult for us to 
understand why the above conditions did not receive your attention 
and thereby make it unnecessary for the Public School Inspector, 
who makes only one visit a year, to bring the matters to our 
attention. 


The Departuent will expect you to make the tepairs and 
improvements required at this school during the Easter holidays, 
so that it may be in proper condition when the new teacher opens 
the school after the holidays.

I suppose you have heard that we have ao rival 
teacher at present, an Indian who calls himself "Elias" 
He hes been around here about a month now preaching, He 
says he cen handle all the children in Rema end there is 
no need of two teachers, The people of the reserve are 
very much infatuated with him end sey they are going to 
“chase old Nelson (the minister) and the teachers" and 
instell Mr Elias in the new school, co if you hear of 
our being turned out bag and beggage some day, don't be 
surprised, 

Tosenight he (Mr. Elias) opened a néght school 
in the old school house for the young people. The chief 
came over and asked me to give them oa few pieces of 
chalk, so I went over ani gave them two or three pieces 
eticks, Then they wanted ink, slate pencils and books, 
so I told them I had no authority whatever to give them 


any supplie@ and thet I would write to the Department and 


if it/sanctioned this would do as authorized, At present 
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we have only material enough to supply our own wants 
end we certainly cannot carry books, etc, backwards 
and forwards from one school to the other, 
Please let me know as soon as you conveniently 
can sbout this as no doubt I will heave no peace until 
it is settled, 
The contractor will not allow us to open school 
until he hears from the Department . In the meantime

to remain on the reserve will cause trouble, in fact he 
has already done so as you will see from the extract 
herewith from a private letter I have received from Mise 
McBain, the Senior Teacher of the day school on the re- 
serve, This letter was opened by mistake by 0ol, Benson 
and only reached me today, 

Mr, Myers was iarried last Wednesday and Miss 
McBain tells me that he intends to come to Ottawa on his 
wedding trip. In case he calls at the Department the 
question might be discussed with him, 


The records of the Department shows that Elias, 
who 
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who was teacher at the Shawanaga School for a short time, 
is @ failure and I think it wuld a great mistake to give 
him any encouragement. There is no need for a school for 
adults on the reserve and it would be an easy matter for 
Elias to stir up strife there, as the Rama Indians are 
naturally cantankerous, 

The new school building is finished and the 
teachers have moved into their quarters, but they have 
not yet opened the school, as the contractor has not 
handed over the building, There is a balance due the 
contractor and there are some outstanding accounts 
against him, Would it not be well for someone from 
the Department to take over the building, settle the 


outstanding claims and dispose of Mr. Elias?

Mr. Elias being present, YT informed him in 
presence of the band that the nepartment would stand for 
no interference with the work of the day school: that he 
was not residing on the reserve with the consent of the 

\) Superintendant General and that he wae therefor a 
trespasser and would be so dealt with in aseordance 
with Sec. 34 of the Tndian Act if he interfered in any 
way with the day school, its pupils or its teachers. 


He was also informed that he should not accept as pupils

any children under 16 years of age. 
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The meeting was somewhat stormy, the Indians 


and Mr. Elias not taking very kindly to the plainnesa 
of my remarks. I fully expected this, however, as 
these [ndians are inclimed to unrest and agitation. 

T made the matter aa plain as possible to them in 
order that there might be no room for excuse in case 

of further trouble from:this source. I hope that the 
talk [ gave them may have the desired effect but am n~ 
certain that it will. The Indian Agent was present at 


the meeting.
